ENVIABLE ACHIEVEMENT 


In the rush of war news, campaigns and other 


high-lighted events we overlooked an incident that 
occurred at the State Farm Show at Harrisburg a week 
ago which deserves special mention. It has come to our 
attention that Mercedes Anderegg, who resides with her 
parents in the vicinity of Sugar Grove, won second place 
at the exposition with a wool dress which had previously 
taken these prizes: First in 4-H roundup of county; 
first and bronze medal for 4-H week; first at the Youngs- 
ville fair, and first at the Sugar Grove fair. That is an 
accomplishment over which Mercedes may well be proud.

GET READY TO REGISTER 


In less than two weeks Pennsylvaniaus from the 


age of 20 to 45 inclusive, who have not already register- 
ed for selective service, will do so. .While the registra- 
tion date is February 16, Governor James has given 
Local Boards permission to accept registrations prior to 
that date, and there are indications that registration 
may be permitted February 14 and 15. Register dates 
for men from 45 to 65 will take place April or May, the 
national draft headquarters indicates. 


Extension of the age span of selective service to 


embrace men of these ages will inevitably increase the 
burden on the two Warren Co. Local Boards, as well as 
their physicians and attorneys. 
They must gird their 


energies for a long pull. And there is scant hope the 
task will be eased in the near future. 


Undeserved criticism will, in the nature of things, 


be leveled at these men from time to time, as it was 
against similar boards in the first World War. Fair- 
minded citizens, however, realizing that these men serve 
without pay and at substantial sacrifice, will give them 
credit for doing a difficult job sincerely and well. 


There has been no indication how many men must 


be drafted. 
The only limit is that our army must be 


large ''enough to win the war." That is the yardstick 
for all of us, whatever our share in defense and offense. 
The effort must be great enough to win the war. Noth- 
ing short of that mark will suffice. 


CONSERVE BURLAP SACKS 


"Use no hooks" is the theme of efforts being made 


by the Pennsylvania USDA State War Board to conserve 
the dwindling supply of burlap bags and cloth. 


Imports of burlap from far-away India have been 


reduced to a trickle since Japan's sneak-attack in the 
Far East last month. Of that slight amount of burlap 
still being imported, two-thirds is being taken by the 
Government for military purposes. 


James E. Walker, Chairman of the State USDA 


War jL>oard urged farmers to make special efforts to ex- 
tend the life of their burlap sacks "because there is no 
telling when they will be able to get any more." He 
added that "Farmers can save themselves a lot of agony 
by conserving the cloth they already have on hand." 


The USDA State War Board is urging farmers to 


refrain from ripping their burlap sacks when opening 
them, to use no hooks, and to hang them in dry, pro- 
tected places for later use.

of the United States hadn't been 
hog-tied and hobbled by restric- 
tions in the Federal Communi- 
cations Act there might well 
never have been any catastro- 
phe at Pearl Harbor, no matter 
how derelict in duties were the 
commanders of the Army and 
Navy. 
Let's examine the facts: (1) — 


Although it was considered posi- 
tive by our counter-espionage 
agents there that Japanese con- 
suls and other spies were sending 
information in code messages by 
commercial cable and wireless to 
Tokyo, the law forbade the Fed- 
eral Bureau of investigation or 
Army or Navy Intelligence from 
obtaining copies of these messages 
without a court order. To have 
obtained a court order would have 
been to bring our o\vn efforts into 
the open and of course kill the 
goose that was laying those secret 
eggs. Attempts to circumvent that 
law met a legal stone wall. 


(2)—Although telephone com- 


munications between Japan and 
Hawaii were maintained 
until 


AFTER the first b i o w s were 
struck, it was impossible for the 
FBI, Army or Navy to tap the 
wires and make records of the 
many long distance calls that 
shuttled back and forth between 
Tokyo and Honolulu right up to 
the 
morning 
of December 7. 


Why? Because Congress last sum- 
mer refused to pass a law to per- 
mit wire-tapping even in cases of 
counter-espionage — refused to 
pass it in spite of recommenda- 
tions from the White House, the 
Army. Navy and Department of 
Justice.

S a matter of fact, one such 


telephone message was-inter- 


cepted about .24 hours before the 
first bombs fell. The conversation, 
was about flowers, the beautiful 
weather and points of interest 
around the islands. Now, not even 
the most esthetic Japs would be 
paying long distance tolls for a 
discourse so trivial as that. It 
probably was one of the hundreds 
of conversations that passed in 
code over public wires, with no- 
body able- to do anything about it. 


There is a third phase of this 


counter-espionage activity t h a t 
has nothing to do with the com- 
munications act. That is that there 
were known to be more than 200 
Japanese c o n s u l a r agents in 
Hawaii and the Roberts report 
leaves no doubt that these made 
up an army of spies. The report 
also makes it clear that although 
o t h e r counter-espionage agents 
wished to force these agents to 
register in compliance with the 
law passed for that very purpose, 
'or arrest them, the Army, com- 
mand in Hawaii .objected for fear 
of antagonizing the civilian Jap- 
anese population in the islands 
and precipitating trouble f r o m 
Tokyo. 
' 


This then was the situation 


which led the Roberts report to 
conclude in effect that if there 
were any military or naval 
secrets in the islands that the 
Japanese didn't have and make 
use of in that vital zero hour 
on the morning of Dec. 7-. it 
would be hard to discover what 
they were. 


OUR counter-espionage set-up 


opened its first office- in Hawaii, 
but was concerned then only with 
civilian 
matters. In 1938, the 


budget bureau uncovered s o m e 
technicalities and the office had 
to be closed for lack of funds. It 
was reopened in 1939. In 1940, 
President Piooscvelt ordered the 
FBI to take over counter-espio- 
nage and sabotage investigations" 
hut WITH complete cooperation 
with Army and Navy Intelligence. 
That is the way they were work- 
ing in the islands in December, 
1941, and there is NO indication 
in the published report that these 
agencies didivt do all that they 
could considering they were ham- 
strung by laws preventing access 
to their most important sources 
of information. 


In the House of Representatives 


the other day, Piep. Emanuel Cel- 
ler, of Brooklyn, taking m o r e 
cognizance of this phase of the 
Roberts report than most did, in- 
troduced a bill to permit these 
agencies to tap wires and cables 
in countsr-espionr.ge cases.
